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Plane Crash 


Kills 16 


Californians 


EUREKA, Calif. (AP) — A 
chartered DC3 airliner carrying 
23 Californians, 19 of them real 
estate salesmen, crashed into 
rocky 
coastal waters 
during 
takeoff. The Coast Guard said 
seven persons survived. 
Ten bodies were recovered 
after the Sunday night crash 
about 50 miles south of here. 
High winds and rough seas with 
four-foot waves hampered the 
search for the six missing per­ 
sons, the Coast Guard reported. 
The twin-engine plane, char­ 
tered by the Shelter Cove Co. of 
Los Angeles, was carrying 19 
company salesmen, an uniden­ 
tified woman and the pilot, 
copilot and 
stewardess, 
who 
were returning home after a 
weekend at the Shelter Cove 
land development-resort. 
Tfte 
flight was headed for the Los 
Angeles area with a stop en 
route 
at 
San 
Jose, 
airport 
spokesmen said. 
The survivors included the 
stewardess and six slaesmen, 
the Coast Guard said. 
The plane clipped the roof of 
a sewage treatment building 
below the bluff at the north end 
of the runway and hurtled to­ 
ward the ocean, striking a rock 
about 50 yards offshore. 
The rocks and high seas pre­ 
vented small boats from getting 
to the plane wreckage. But 
Tom Wallace, 21, of Redway, 
used a surfboard to help two of 
the survivors to safety, Mrs. 
Machi said. 
Dave Zebo, Humboldt CouflTy 
aviation director, said the air­ 
craft appeared to dip on takeoff 
before hitting the sewage plant 
roof about 10 feet below the 
runway, then shot off a low 
bluff to the ocean. 
Some 36 local fishing boats 
converged for the rescue work, 
until Coast Guard aircraft and 
the 82-foot cutter Point Ledge 
arrived from Fort Bragg, 75 
miles south of here. A large 
spotlight truck on shore illumi­ 
nated the area for divers and 
boat crews. 
The injured were brought to 
hospitals here and in Garber- 
viile. The dead were taken to a 
mortuary at Garber ville, about 
20 miles inland. 
The survivors who were in­ 
jured were .identified by the 
Coast Guard as: 
Elizabeth Deauville of San 
Francisco, the stewardess, in 
satisfactory condition; Joel Du 
Plain of Encinitas, Calif, and 
Herbert Huber, 37, of Fairfield, 
Calif., both in serious condition 
after leg surgery. 
Anthony Sanchez, 61, of San 
Diego and Irving Grossman, 36, 
of Los Angeles, both in serious 
condition. And two San Diego 
men, Billy Nelson, 29, and Ste­ 
ven Reed, 41, both in good con­ 
dition. 
Identification of the dead was 
withheld by the sheriff pending 
notification of relatives. 
The crash site is about 220 
miles north of San Francisco.

The State of Indiana conclud­ 
ed its presentation of witnesses 
in the jury trial in Rush Circuit 
Court today before noon. 
The trial began here last Mon­ 
day, being venued from Marion 
County. 
Frank 
Farlow (also 
known as Arthur B. Clough) 
and Leon Johnson are charged 
with armed robbery and com­ 
mission of physical injury while 
in commission of armed rob­ 
bery. 
The alleged crime site is the 
Glass Front Tavern in Indianap­ 
olis, and testimony for the state 
alleges that the tavern was rob­ 
bed by two gunmen on October 
3, 1969, and a man was shot at 
the time. 
Shortly before noon, follow­ 
ing conclusion by the state, the 
attorneys for defense made a 
motion for direct verdict. Judge 
G. Richard Pile overruled, and 
the defense began its presenta­ 
tion of witnesses. 
Faye Mowry, Marion County 
Recorder, was on the stand as 
first witness for the defense, 
when the court was recessed 
for noon.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court upheld today a 
massive program of construc­ 
tion grants to church-affiliated 
colleges hut struck down aid 
programs for church-run ele­ 
mentary and secondary schools 
in Pennsylvania and Rhode Is­ 
land. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger said “there is no evidence 
that religion seeps into the use” 
of any of the laboratories and 
g y m n a s i u m s 
on 
college 
campuses 
built 
with 
federal 
funds under a 1963 federal law. 
But, he said, the Rhose Island 
and 
Pennsylvania 
programs 
were invalid “because as we 
see it they involve excessive 
entanglement between church 
and state.” 
The federal program, which 
has disbursed an estimated $240 
million, was approved 5 to 4. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
law 
was 
struck down 8 to 0 and the 
Rhode Island law, 8 to 1. . 
Burger said the only provi­ 
sion of the federal program 
that violated the Constitution 
was one allowing the colleges 
to use the buildings for reli­ 
gious purposes after 20 years. 
He said this would “in part 
have the effect of advancing re­ 
ligion” and hence violates the 
First 
Amendment. 
Otherwise 
the program was upheld. 


BOSTON (AP) - Dr. Daniel

Ellsberg, 40, a former Penta­ 
gon researcher and currently a 
research associate at the Mas­ 
sachusetts 
Institute of Tech­ 
nology in Cambridge, had been 
sought unsuccessfully by the 
FBI during the weekend. 
His attorney promised Satur­ 
day that Ellsberg would surren­ 
der today. 
At an hour-long hearing be­ 
fore 
U.S. 
Magistrate 
Peter 
Princi, Ellsberg was ordered 
released on $50,000 nonsurety 
bond. 
Princi set July 15 for a 'prob­ 
able cause hearing. 
Ellsberg, who addressed the 
court briefly, assured Princi 
that the decision to appear was 
his and that he would appear at 
a later hearing. 
Ellsberg was not asked to en­ 
ter a plea at today’s proceed­ 
ings. 
He and his wife had been 
missing from their Cambridge 
home since a former New York 
Times newsman said on a radio 
talk show June 16 that Ellsberg 
was the Times source of the pa­ 
pers. 
Ellsberg talked by telephone 
to friends since then and ap­ 
peared on the Walter Cronkite 
CBS television news show. It 
was not revealed where the 
show was filmed and Ellsberg 
did not say whether he had sup­ 
plied 
the documents to the 
Times.

Ellsberg’s attorneys said Sat­ 
urday they asked the FBI to 
“refrain from their efforts to 
apprehend him” in light of his 
decision to surrender today. 
However, a spokesman for 
the FBI said the search would 
continue throughout the week­ 
end.

warrants for Ellsberg 
were issued Friday night in Los 
Angeles. 
His 
lawyers 
said 
Ellsberg 
would surrender immediately if 
the government would release 
him on personal recognizance, 
but the government refused. 
Asst. U.S. A tty. James N. Ga­ 
briel said personal recogniz­ 
ance is out of the question for 
Ellsberg “under the circum­ 
stances.”

Ali had contended throughout 
his long legal battle that he 
s h o u l d be draft-exempt on 
grounds that he was a Black 
Muslim minister. 
In the unsigned decision, the 
court said the government has 
now fully conceded that All’s 
beliefs are based upon “relig­ 
ious training and belief” as set 
out In previous conscientious 
objector cases.

Scottish and English breakfasts are 
world famous, but we found all food de­ 
licious. Most of it was home cooked and 
prepared from fresh meat, fish, and vege­ 
tables. Only in the larger hotels and 
restaurants did we find frozen foods. 
Our first luncheon in Scotland was at 
Crook’s Inn, on the River Tweed. It was 
in rich farming country near Dumfries, 
and near a famous battle ground be­ 
tween the English and Scots. It was just 
beyond the Devil’s Beef Tub, where out­ 
laws hid their stolen sheep in bygone 
years. The Inn was rather small, not ad­ 
vertised, and not listed in our guidebook. 
There was a Willie Wastle’s Bar in one 
room, showing a Scot with tarn and a 
lassie with cap and shawl. Fireplaces 
were in every room. A bowl of jonquils 
centered tables in the dining room. The 
jonquils were single white, double yellow, 
singles with red centers. On the big fan 
shaped pottery bowl on the serving table, 
the jonquils had been arranged with 
pussy willows. 
The menu for Sunday noon was Scotch 
Broth (probably made from mutton, 
barley, shredded kale, carrots, onions, 
and potatoes). The broth was thick and 
a meal in itself. The second course was 
a choice of grilled halibut, baked pork 
with homemade applesauce, or braised 
beef with gravy. The vegetables were 
passed and served in double vegetable 
dishes. One held carrots and kale greens. 
The other had two kinds of potatoes. 
Mashed potatoes or whole browned po­ 
tatoes were the choice. (Serving two 
kinds of Irish potatoes with meals was 
customary throughout Scotland) . 
Breakfast would include a fruit or 
runes, kippers, (smoked fish, and de- 
icious), a morning roll, and tea. It was 
also possible to include porridge (always 
available) with cream. The menu would 
include eggs, a choice of ham, bacon, or 
sausage and occasionally blood sausage, 
fried crisp. 
The morning roll was shaped like a 
large yeast biscuit, very tender, and 
tasted like the sour dough bread from 
San Francisco. Beef was served with a 
broiled half of tomato (probably grown 
in the ever present greenhouse). 
Never at any time in either Scotland 
or England did we have water served 
with meals. If we ordered tea, it came in 
three stainless steel pots. One teapot held 
the tea which had been brewed from tea 
leaves, the other had hot water, and the 
third pot held cold milk. Coffee was 
never served with the meal. It was served 
demi-tasse in small cups, with hot milk. 
The waitress in taking the order, would 
always ask, “coffee, white or black?” The 
custom of serving this in a separate room 
from meals is delightful and one that I 
would like to follow as soon as I am able 
to locate the proper cups. Incidentally, 
rarely were ash trays placed on the table. 
The cigarette or cigar was an after meal 
treat to be enjoyed with coffee. 
On many menus, the source of the 
milk and cream was advertised. (Such as 
supplied “by a mixed herd of Ayrshires 
and Jerseys”). At the Murray Arms 
Hotel, the menu said this was “from the 
well known Murraytown herd of Black 
Galloway cattle”. Their ice cream is 
made from pure cream, with few addi­ 
tives—and delicious. One of our pleasant 
memories was eating a sandwich and 
home made ice cream at rough tables in­ 
side a tent near a farm house a few miles 
from St. Andrews Golf course.

Solution of any problem hing­ 
es on understanding the facts. 
Welfare is no exception, and 
the problem is complex. 


There is uniform disgust with 
the system by all concerned. 
President Nixon described the 
country’s welfare system as a 
“ Monstrous, 
continuing 
out­ 
rage.” He found complete agree­ 
ment by recipients, administra­ 
tors, and taxpayers footing all 
of the bill. Despite dissatisfac­ 
tion with the system the number 
on welfare has had a steady 
growth for the last two years, 
reaching a record number of 
14.4 million in March. 
Some large cities have over 
ten percent of the entire popula­ 
tion on welfare, and the high 
cost threatens the very econo­ 
my of many states such as New 
York and California. 
The last General 
Assembly 
had to wrestle with the Welfare 
problem in view of an over-ex­ 
tended 
state 
budget. 
Indiana 
stood in line to lose some $30 
million in federal funds to sup­ 
port welfare in the state unless 
an increase in payments was 
granted before April. 
At a meeting prior to the last 
session, 
Governor 
Edgar 
D. 
Whitcomb said: “Welfare costs 
are going to exceed the cost of 
education if we continue the 
trend as we have in the past. 
The 1969 session of the General 
Assembly increased our welfare 
cost by some 30 percent, and 
the Department of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare of the Fed­ 
eral Government has told us 
that this is terribly inadequate. 
Yet, our increase in support of 
higher education was only 17 
per cent. 
The* ire 
of 
middle-income 
wage earners, faced with infla­ 
tion, unemployment and increa­ 
sed welfare costs is rising. They 
demand reform, and suggest re­ 
cipients be placed on a work 
program rather than the dole 
system . It has widespread pub­ 
lic appeal, but is not the com­ 
plete answer. 
A detailed census of those re­ 
ceiving public aid was not avail­ 
able prior to the mid 1960’s. At 
that time there were 7.3 million 
Americans on welfare. The lar­ 
gest number of recipients was 
3.5 million children, with anoth­ 
er 2.1 million over 65 years of 
age, mostly women. Some 700,- 
000 were blind or severely handi- 
caped, and another 900,000 were 
mothers caring for young chil­ 
dren. 
The 
survey 
disclosed 
only 
150.000 were males old enough 
to work, 
and of that group, 
100.000 were incapacitated be­ 
yond the ability to either work 
or be trained for a job. Only 
50.000, or less than one-tenth of 
one per cent of the 7.3 million 
on the welfare rolls were cap­ 
able of working. 
There are now nearly twice 
the number of total recipients. 
However, of the 235,000 persons 
added to make the record set­ 
ting total in March, 224,000 were 
in the program of aid to fam ­ 
ilies with dependent children. 
The 
President’s Commission 
on 
Income 
Maintenance 
Pro­ 
grams, completed a 22-month 
study of welfare. They conclud­ 
ed: “The poor cannot be div­ 
ided into those who will work 
and those who will not. Unem­ 
ployment or underemployment 
among the poor is often due to 


the forces they cannot control.” 
They found there was some 
cheating, 
but 
estimated 
only 
four out of every 1,000 on wel­ 
fare 
were 
cheating. 
Studies 
found white recipients account­ 
ed for 58 per cent of the total 
on welfare programs, and that 
70 per cent of the Nation’s poor 
are white. 
They found the present level 
of 
assistance 
to 
fam ilies 
on 
welfare with dependents was 43 
per 
cent 
below 
the 
govern­ 
ment's established poverty line, 
and that the families receiving 
such aid averaged four in size. 
The national average is 4.2 chil­ 
dren. 


There is no one easy answer 
to the problem. Made work or 
guaranteed family income will 
not solve the problem. Nor can 
the 70 million ordinary Ameri­ 
can working men earning an in­ 
come of between $5.000 and $10,- 
000 a year continue to carry this 
tax load. Economy in govern­ 
ment would help the overall sit­ 
uation. 
Between 1960 and 1969, the 
Federal Government spent more 
than $1 trillion.. The General 
Accounting office made a “con­ 
servative estim ate” that some 
$150 billion was wasted, misap­ 
propriated, misused or misspent. 
We can not long afford the lux­ 
ury of inefficiency in govern­ 
ment at any level. There must 
be a halt to the demand of 
more 
and 
more 
government 
services to solve problems which 
should he resolved on an indi­ 
vidual basis. 
Scientists have found you are 
the smartest that you will ever 
get when you are born. You go 
downhill, until the age of 35, at 
which time 
you lose 
100,000

der we cannot solve the pro­ 
blem. We lost 700,000 brain cells 
this week.

New MaximHms In Unemployment 


Benefits Go Into Effect Julv 3 


New máximums for weekly 
unemployment insurance pay­ 
ments go into effect next month. 
John F. Coppes, director of the 
Indiana Employment Security 
Division, said that the higher 
amounts will be payable to un­ 
employed persons who file ini­ 
tial claims after July 3. 
Claims in effect before that 
date will carry the present máx­ 
imums, he explained. The top 
range now is from $40 a week 
for a claimant with no depend­ 
ents to $52 a week for a claim­ 
ant with four or more. The new 
máximums are from $45 for a 
claimant without dependents to 
$65 for one with four or more. 
Mr. Coppes said that all claim­ 
ants are not eligible for maxi 
mum 
payments, 
since 
the 
amount an unemployed worker 
may draw depends upon his past 
earnings in employment cover­ 
ed by the law. 
The 
Legislature 
did 
not 
change the maximum number 
of weekly payments a claimant 
might draw, Mr. Coppes said. 
The limit is still 26 weeks. He 
said, however, that an amend­ 
ment which becomes effective 
next January will make it pos­ 
sible, in periods of continuing 
high unemployment, for per­ 
sons who have drawn all their 
regular 
unemployment 
insur­ 
ance and still are out of work, to 
claim extended benefits, for up 
to 13 weeks. He emphasized that 
no extended benefit period may 
become effective in Indiana be­ 
fore January 2, 1972, and after 
then only if the Secretary of 
Labor or the Indiana Employ­ 
ment Security Board determines 
by a set formula that such a 
period is justified. 
Mr. Coppes said that some of 
the disqualification provisions 
of the law will be different after 
July 3. An individual who leaves 
his job without good cause in 
connection with work or is dis­ 
charged for just cause loses his 
right to claim unemployment in­ 
surance for six weeks or until 
he has had earnings of at least 
six times the amount his weekly 
payment would have been. In 
addition, he will lose 25 per cent 
of the total benefits he might 
have claimed. Any subsequent 
instance of a disqualifying sep­ 
aration from work or refusal of 
suitable work during his benefit 
year will further delay pay­ 
ments for another six weeks and 
reduce benefits again by 25 per 
cent. 
Persons who are discharged 
for “gross” misconduct will lose 
their rights to benefits. 
Mr. 
Coppes said the new provision 
in the law defines gross miscon­ 
duct as assault or threatened 
assault upon supervisors or co­ 
workers or dishonesty, arson, 
sabotage, or other misdemeanor 
or felony committed in connec­ 
tion with work. 
One change, effective in July, 
removes 
the provision which

does not now permit payment of 
unemployment insurance to an 
individual attending a vocational 
course. Payment will be pos­ 
sible to a trainee in a course ap­ 
proved by the Employment Se­ 
curity Board. 
Presently, a student who had 
a full-time job and lost it can 
not claim unemployment insur­ 
ance unless he is available for 
work on any shift. This has the 
effect of discriminating against 
students, since there is no men­ 
tion of shifts in the provision 
that other claimants be avail­ 
able for work. After July, the 
availability for work require­ 
ment will be the same for stu­ 
dents as others. 
Mr. Coppes said that new pro­ 
visions extending unemployment 
insurance protection to persons 
working for small firms with 
less than four employees or em­ 
ployed by hospitals, non-profit 
organizations, or institutions of 
higher education will not take 
effect until next January.

Wyatt Lashes 
Whitcomb Over 
Teachers’ Fund 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Rob­ 
ert Wyatt, as head of the Indi­ 
ana State Teachers Association, 
has called the Whitcomb admin­ 
istration a “virtual disaster” for 
the State Teachers’ Retirement 
Fund. 
Wyatt, in what he called his 
list editorial for the Indiana 
Teacher 
publication, 
also 
charged 
that 
the 
state 
now 
owes the fund $804 million. 
The Wyatt editorial said, in 
part: 
“The Whitcomb 
administra­ 
tion has been a virtual disaster 
to the State Teachers’ Retire­ 
ment Fund; and when, in 1969, 
your 
executive 
director 
and 
your president filed suit against 
the Whitcomb administration to 
force the payment of the appro­ 
priate money, they were treated 
to villification and persecution 
unequaled in many years.” 
In a quick counter to the 
charges, Gov. Edgar D. Whit­ 
comb said Wyatt’s contentions 
do not present the correct situ­ 
ation in that it does not take 
into consideration approximate­ 
ly $7 million of accumulatpd in­ 
vestment income in the iunJ 
that serves as a significant part 
of the state’s contribution. 
The governor said the state 
would-be increasing its contri­ 
bution to the fund by $10 mil­ 
lion per year beginning Tuly 1 
and by $14 million per year 
starting July 1, 1972. 
There has been some question 
whether the fund is solvent. 
Wyatt says the failure of the 
state to pay its share of the 
fund has caused it to become 
“bankrupt.” 
Gov. 
Whitcomb 
denies 
Wyatt’s bankruptcy allegation 
and says there is no real ques­ 
tion of whether the state will 
meet its obligations to the fund. 
Wyatt retired as executive di­ 
rector of the powerful teachers’ 
group April 30 after 32 years of 
service. He also has been edi­ 
tor of the Indiana Teacher since 
1938.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today reversed 
the death sentences of 35 per­ 
sons, 
including 
the 
electric 
chair sentence of Richard F. 
Speck, who was convicted of 
murdering eight nurses in Chi­ 
cago in 1966. 
Speck was sentenced to death 
after a jury in Peoria, 111., con­ 
victed him of killing the nurses, 
one bv one , in the a* South Side 
Chicago apartment. 
In reversing the death penal­ 
ty, the court cited its 1968 deci­ 
sion holding that persons op­ 
posed 
to 
the 
death 
penalty 
could not be excluded automati­ 
cally from 
juries 
in 
capital 
cases. It also cited two other 
precedents 
in 
reversing 
one 
bloc of 20 death cases including 
Speck’s. 
Relyiqg on the jury provision 
known as the Witherspoon case, 
and various other cases, the 
court reversed a total of 35 
death 
cases 
and 
remanded 
them to lower courts for further 
proceedings.
